DOLLAR VOLUME 
OF STORE SALES 
HERE DOWN SIXTH 
SIRAIGHT WEEK 


5 Pct. Decline in City for 
Period Ending Last Sat- 
urday—4 Pct. Drop for 
Nation Is Fifth One in 


a Row. 


The dollar volume of depart- 
ment store sales in St. Louis has 
declined for the sixth consecutive 
week, as compared with the cor- 
responding period last year, the 


Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 


reported today. 

The dollar volume of sales for 
the week ended last Saturday was 
5 per cent below that for the 
corresponding week in 1947, the 
bank said, The decline began with 
the week ended Oct. 30 and con- 


tinued through November, with 
sales lagging from 3 to 13 per cent 
a week behind those for the same 
weeks a year ago. 

For the four-week period ended 
last Saturday, the dollar volume 
of department store sales here 
was 7’ per cent less than a year 
ago, the bank reported. However, 
total 1948 sales up to last Sat- 
urday in St. Louis department 
stores exceeded the dollar volume 
of sales for the same period last 
year by 6 per cent, due to the 
higher level of sales earlier this 


year. 
Fifth Nation-Wide Drop. 

Nationally, department store 
sales have fallen off for the fifth 
consecutive week, as compared 
with the corresponding period last 
year. The Federal Reserve Board 
reported the decline was 4 per 
cent for the week ended last Sat- 
urday. The decrease ranged from 
2 per cent in the Boston area to 
8 per cent in the San Francisco 
district. 

The five-week national decline 
is the longest since the war, and 
if continued through Christmas it 
will make 1948 the first in 11 years 
to show a poorer dollar volume of 
department store sales than the 
preceding year, it was reported. 

The decline in dollar volume in- 
dicated an even greater decline in 
the quantity of goods sold, because 
price averages are higher this year 
than last. 

In Washington officials said 
there is no longer room to doubt 
that consumer resistance is play- 
ing a part in the lag under last 
year. They said, however, the drag 
in sales volume also might be in- 
fluenced by a variety of other fac- 
tors ranging from unseasonal 
weather to a return to the prewar 
practice of delaying Christmas 
shopping until the “last minute.” 

The 4 per cent decline in na- 
tional department store sales last 
week, however, was the smallest 
of the last four weeks. For No- 
vember, the Federal Reserve 
reported, the dollar volume of 
sales in the country was 5 per 
cent under November 1947. The in- 
crease in November sales over 
those in October was “less than 
the usual amount,” the board said, 

nflation Factors. 

Although some officials ex- 
pressed the opinion that the de- 
cline indicated inflationary forces 
had teen weakened, the national 
administration was still emphasiz- 
ing the need for checking infla- 
tion. It was said there is some 
likelihood of upswings because of 
increased military and foreign 
aid spending, steel shortages, and 
the possibility that short farm 
crops would wipe out price de- 
clines in farm products. 

Christmas business is lower than 
expected because “there is a gap 
between the Christmas shopping 
list of the great American shopper 
and the Christmas budget,” G. R. 
Herberger, president of Butler 
Brothers, a retail merchandising 
firm, said in Chicago yesterday. 

“The American Christmas shop- 
per has been unable to make both 
ends meet,” he declared. “If this 
situation persists and American 
manufacturers and retailers don’t 
plan their pragram so as to en- 
able the shopper to make both 
ends meet, we can expect business 
to be on the down grade. Retail- 
ers must lower their sights down 
to the level of democracy.” 

3 Pct. Drop for Eighth District. 

The dollar volume of depart- 
ment store sales in the St. Louis 
(Eighth) Federal Reserve District 
also has fallen off for the sixth 
consecutive. week. The decline in 
the district for the week ended 
last Saturday was 3 per cent, the 
St. Lottis.bank reported, but the 
total dollar volume of 1948 sales 
was 8 per cent ahead of that for 
last year at the same time. 

Not all cities in the district 
showed a decline in sales last 
week, the bank said. The aggre-

Refueling in Air 


Symington Calls Flight Using ‘Tanker’ 
Planes ‘More Significant’ Than That | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
A B-50 bomber has flown 9400 


Hawaii and back by using “tank- 
er” planes to refuel in midair. 

The Air Force announced today 
the flight was made Dec. 7 and 8, 
It was the first major demonstra- 
tion of the new refuelling tech- 
nique to stretch the range of Air 
Force strategic bombers. 

At the same time, a huge, six- 
engine B-36 was making a non- 
stop flight of more than 8000 miles 
from Texas to Hawaii and return. 
The 3B-36, however, did not re- 
fuel. The two flights were con- 
ducted as separate operations. 


The B-50 is a four-engined bomb- 
er generally designed on the lines 
of the war-tested B-29, but with 
much greater range, bomb load 
and speed. The B-50 is smaller 
than the B-36, which is the Air 
Force’s largest land plane. 

Air Secretary W. Stuart Syming- 
ton told a luncheon at the Execu- 
tives Club of Chicago that the 
flight of the B-50 was “much more 
significant” than that of the B-36 
because it demonstrated the pos-

The Air Force said the B-50 
flight was made on a circuitous 
course between Carswell base, Fort 
Worth, Tex.,. to the Hawaiian Is- 
lands and return. The trip was 
made in slightly more than 40 
hours. 

Three refueling contacts with 
the B-50 were made by B-29 type 
planes converted to flying tank- 
ers. At about the half way point, 
a “sizable useful load of, bombs,” 
was dropped. The B-50 landed at 
Fort Worth with more than one 
hour’s fuel supply left. 

The AireForce said it “will con- 
tinue development of the opera- 
tional use of the air-to-air refuel- 
ing technique.” 

The Air Force plans to create 


six groups of bombers for the t 


aerial refueling system. These 
groups would consist of 45 bomb- 
ers and 20 tankers. Symington

MERCURY DIPS TO 16; 
COLDEST DAY SINCE 
LAST MARCH 12 


Wahlgren Finally Gets a Lit- 
tle Snow, but Omits It From 


Forecast for Today. 


The season’s coolest weather 
moved in on the St. Louis region 
last night bringing the mercury 
down to 16 degrees in the down- 
town area and to 15 at the air- 
port at 8 a.m. today. This was the 
coldest day since last March 12, 
when the temperature dipped to 
7 above zero, 

Snow, of the non-shoveling 
variety, fluttered to earth through- 
out the region last evening for 
two hours. Weatherman Harry 
F. Wahlgren, who has been pre- 
dicting snow the last few days 
but not getting any, left it out 
of his forecast today. He said 
he believes he is safe in doing 


so. 

Wahlgren predicted slightly 
warmer weather tomorrow with a 
low in the morning of about 20. 
The highest tomorrow is expected 
to be about 40. 


Florida was the only state in 


the union that did not have a 
below freezing temperature this 
morning as a cold air mass spread 
across the nation. International 
Falls, Minn., near the Canadian 
border, was the coldest place in 
the country this morning with a 
low of 30 degrees below zero. 
Tarkio was the coldest in Mis- 
souri this morning with a read- 
ing of 7 degrees below. The 
warmest spot in the nation yes- 
terday was Los Angeles where the 
mercury rose to 83 degrees, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (UP)— 
The Labor Department reported 
today average wholesale prices 
dropped eight-tenths of 1 per cent 
last week—the first major dip in 
five weeks. 

The department said average 
prices for farm products and foods 
continued a downward trend dur- 
ing the week, to bring average 
over-all wholesale prices down. 

“Both farm products and food 
prices declined about 2 per cent 
over the week with lower prices 
for livestock, meat and seasonally 
dclining egg prices,” the depart- 
ment said. 

“Heavy marketing of hogs caused 
a net price decrease of 3 per cent, 
and steer prices also were lowr.” 

As of last Tuesday, the depart- 
ment said, average wholesale 
prices were about three-tenths of 
one per cent below a month 
earlier and seven-tenths of one 
per cent above early December 
1947. 

The drop in wholesale meat 
prices in the last month already 
has been reflected in lower meat 
prices, the department said. It 
said two large f chains on Dec. 
6, announced 10 per cent across- 
the-board decreases in dressed 
meat prices. It did not name the 
retail houses. 

The wholesale index last Tues- 
day stood at 163.7 of the 1926 aver- 
age. The department uses 1926 
as a base year in computing the 
index and the average for that 
year equals 100.

SLUM BOND VOTE 
PROPOSED AFTER 
1S, RANTS FUNDS 


Special Election Recom- 
mended by Commission 
—Sponsorship by ‘All 
Classes’ Urged. 


A new slum clearance and hous- 
ing proposal should be submitted 


to the voters after Congress has 
appropriated federal funds for low 
rental housing, it was decided yes- 
terday at a meeting of the St. 
Louis Anti-Slum Commission. 

The proposal should be submit- 
ted to the voters at a special elec- 
tion for the purpose, it was also 
decided. 

The decisions followed recom- 
mendations made to the commis- 
sion by Richmond C. Coburn, who 
acted as chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee for Slum Clearance in 
the recent unsuccessful campaign 
in behalf of the $16,000,000 slum- 
clearance bond issue. 

The commission also approved a 
suggestion by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann that an ordinance be 
introduced to give the Anti-Slum 
Commission permanent and legal 
status in the city’s governmental 
structure. The Mayor proposed 
that the Anti-Slum Commission, 
which he appointed to study the 
problem of city blight, be given 
the same official] status as the Mu- 
nicipal Airport Commission. 

This would provide for a con- 
tinuity which the present commis- 
sion does not have, he said. Its 
powers would be chiefly advisory. 
The proposal also provided for an 
enlargement of the personnel of 
the commission. 

Coburn also suggested that any 
new slum clearance plan should 
be formulated by a large group of 
citizens, “clearly representative of 
all groups, classes and races.” 

The commission appointed a 
subcommittee to confer with City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler 
about provisions of the proposed 
ordinance, Stemmler was directed 
by the Mayor to prepare the ordi- 
nance for introduction into the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The Social Work Club of Wash- 
ington University in a letter to 
the Mayor said today that the de- 
feat of the slum clearance pro- 
posal indicates that people “are 
looking for the actual construc- 
tion of homes.” It added that the

Sixty-seven cases have been in- 
vestigated and seven persons, in- 
cluding five former employes of 
the St. Louis sales tax office, have 
been ingicted. The inquiry is vir- 
tually concluded, unless something 
further develops, Bates said, re- 
porting that all auditors assigned

Of the cases investigated, 25 in- 
volved allegations of fraud. Where 
fraud is alleged, the state may go 
back five years in claiming taxes 
due, but in other cases the statute 
of limitations runs after two 


| years. 


The largest tax amount claimed 
is $9015; the smallest, 31 cents, 
Bates reported. Payments total- 
ing about $5000 have been made 
by six firms. The other cases are 
pending. Firms objecting to the 
state’s assessment of DdDack taxes 
are entitled to a hearing. Four 
hearings have been held, and 10 
or 12 more firms are waiting to 
be heard. 

Names to Be Published. 

Ultimately the names of all the 
firms involved will be made pub- 
lic, Bates said.

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GANG EXTENDS. 
MARTIAL LAW IN 
CHINA CIVIL WAR 
CRISIS DEEPENS 


U.S. to Send Marines to 
Shanghai to Protect 
Americans in Any 
Emergency — Hwai 
Line Threatened.

NANKING, Dec, 10 (AP)—Pres- 
ident Chiang Kai-shek tonight 
extended martial law to all China 
under Nationalist centrol, except 
for the far western provinces and 
Formosa. 

The Generalissimo’s action was 


taken amid the deepening civil 
war crisis. Both Nanking and 
Peiping, North China metropolis, 
are threatened by Chinese Com- 


munist armies. 

Chiang’s proclamation extends 
military jurisdiction to areas thus- 
far remote from the fighting. 
Shanghai, Nanking and Peiping 
were placed under martial law 
several weeks ago. 

Marines May Be Used. 

United States Marines will be 
brought to Shanghai to protect 
American lives in any emergency, 
it was announced by Adm. Oscar 
C. Badger, commander of the 
United States fleet in the Western 
Pacific. 

He told a news conference: 

“We are not here to participate 
in China’s civil war. We are here 
to protect our citizens and give 
consideration and protection to 
their activities. 

“It would obviously .be impossi- 
ble for us to assume responsibility 
for law and order, Therefore, we 
would put our citizens aboard ship 
during any period of loss of con- 
trol.” 

Badger said that in most parts 
of China, Americans whose duties 
did not require their presence 
had already been evacuated from 
the war-torn country. However, 
some 2500 still remain, about half 
of whom are not essential to 
American interests in China. He 
expressed hope they would sail 
aboard three ships scheduled to 
arrive in Shanghai soon, | 

Badger emphasized the Marines 
would not be left in Shanghai be- 
yond any emergency. 

Reds Trying to Cross Hwai. 

Meanwhile, Red troops were be- 
lieved to be trying to cut Na- 
tionalist communications behind 
the Hwai river—Nanking’s last 
defense line north of the Yangtze. 

Government sources said the 
Communists are attempting to 
cross the Hwai at a bend 90 miles 
northwest of Nanking. The river 
is lightly defended at this point. 

A crossing of the Hwai in any 
force would cut off Nanking from 
the new base at Pengpu, 105 miles 
northwest of the capital, along 
with the 80,000 troops manning 
‘the defenses along the river. 

The number of Red troops com- 
mitted to the operation was not 
indicated. But they would be only 
15 miles—easy striking distance— 
from the railway supply line be- 
tween Nanking and Pengpu. 

The bulk of the government 
armies in east China still were 
striving to break loose from two 
big traps north of the Hwai. 

Dispatch From Anhwei Front. 

Harold K. Milks, Associated 
Press correspondent with the 
Sixth Army Group on the Anhwei 
front, reported Nationalist Gen. 
Li Yen-nien’s Sixth Army Corps 
has battled from village to village 
across the north Anhwei plain to 
within 25 miles of the encircled 
Twelfth Army Group. 

The Sixth has little knowledge 
of the general situation in this 
area north of the new Hwai de- 
fense line, Milks reported. 

“There are three armies in the 
Sixth Group, each thrusting’ out 
toward the northwest on a 20-mile 
front which I followed in a day- 
long pursuit of advahce elements 
of the Ninety-ninth Army,” he 
wrote. “Also in the Sixth Group 
are the Fifty-fourth Army, on the 
north flank, and the Thirty-ninth, 
on the left, or southwestern flank.

Twelfth Army group southwest of 
Suhsien, which has been cut off 
more than two weeks by the Com- 
munists.” 

He said reports released by 
Chinese Army information  of- 
ficials that the Twelfth and Sixth 
Army groups already had made 
contact, were termed by Chief of 
Staff Liang Peng-hsin “definitely 
untrue.” 

“The most startling factor to an 
observer entering this crucial bat- 
tlefront for the first time is the 
complete lack of co-ordination be- 
tween the various army groups, 
Milks wrote. : 

Reds Endanger Peiping. 

Spencer Moosa, Associated Press 
correspondent in North China, re- 
ported Peiping is in danger of 
early Communist capture. 

Gen. Fu Tso-yi, commander in 
North China, must choose between 
fighting a battle or withdrawing 
while there is time into Inner 
Mongolia, he said. 

The Reds are concentrating 
southwest of Peiping and on the 
Peiping-Jehol railroad less than 
2 miles northeast of this former 


capital. 

The little walled town of 
Tunghsien, only 12 miles east of 
Peiping, is being fortified fever- 
ishly. The town is headquarters 
for the Thirteenth Army, which 
was forced to retreat from Jehol 
province last month.

FIRST CHRISTMAS - 
TREE IN 3 YEARS 
IN MEMORIAL PLAZA 


¥or the first time in three years 
the city will have a big Christmas 
tree in Memorial Plaza this Yule- 
tide, 

It won’t be as big as the 95- 
footer ‘Los Angeles has put up, 
but it will be big enough—between 


40 and 60 feet tall—and it will be 
decorated with 400 colored lights, 
city officials announced today. 

In 1946 and again in 1947 the 
display was canceled because of 
power shortages, but this year a 
towering cedar will be erected in 
the block bounded by Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, Market and Chestnut 
streets. 

Two city departments will team 
up to revive the display. Parks 
Department officials were going to 
Cedar Hill, Mo., this afternoon to 
pick out a cedar worthy of the 
honor. The Public Utilities De- 
partment next week will haul the 
tree in with its pole-moving equip- 
ment, which can handle anything 
up to 60 feet. Municipal utilities 
workers also will provide the 
lighting. 

When it comes to Christmas 
trees in homes, St. Louisans can 
expect to pay a little more than 
they did last Christmas, but qual- 
ity should be a little higher, too, 
merchants said today. Freight 
rate increases have boosted prices 
about 10 per cent, but nice, bushy 
trees ranging from two to six 
feet in height will be available, 
Retail prices will range from 50 
cents for very small trees to about 
$15 for the largest.

FIREMAN HOLDS

IN POWER FAILURE. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 10 (UP)— 
A fireman held a portable lamp 
for 95 minutes last night while 
surgeons performed an emergency 
operation that saved a 27-year-old 
woman's life.

SPY COMMITE 
REEETS JUSTICE 
DEPARTMENT PLE 


Refuses to Quit Question- 
ing Witnesses Sub- 
penaed in New York 
Grand Jury Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
The House Committec on Un- 
American Activities rejected last 
night a request of the Justice De- 


partment that for the sake of “the 
internal security of this country” 
it stop questioning witnesses who 
have testified or will testify to a 
New York grand jury investigat- 
ing espionage. 

Alexander M. Campbell, assist- 
ant Attorney General in charge of 
the criminal division, cited a law 
he said would bar such testimony 
from any possible criminal trial 
against the witnesses on any 
charge except perjury. 

Campbell also “respectfully” 
asked in a letter to Acting Chair- 
man Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, that the committee “refrain 
from releasing any information 
which it has regarding said in- 
vestigations.” 

The Justice Department: said 
that “with the exception of cer- 
tain evidence deliberately with- 
held by Mr. (Whittaker) Cham- 
bers from the FBI and the New 
York grand jury but later fur- 
nished by him to the committee, 
the committee has obtained no 
relevant information not previous- 
ly considered and presented to the 
New York grand jury.” 

Letter Cites Law. 

Campbell’s letter called the at- 
tention of the committee to section 
3486 of the United States code 
which says in part: 

“No testimony given by a wit- 
ness before either house, or before 
any committee of either house, 
. « « Shall be used as evidence in 
any criminal proceeding against 
him in any court, except in a 
prosecution for perjury committed 
in giving such testimony. But an 
official paper or record produced

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Congressional spy investigators 
obtained in public hearing today 
a story that the microfilms of se- 
cret Government papers, which 
turned up in a pumpkin shell on 
a Maryland farm, had been hid- 
den for 10 years in the dumb- 
waiter shaft of a Brooklyn house, 

The witness was Nathan L. Le- 
vine, Brooklyn lawyer and 
nephew of Mrs. Whittaker Cham- 
bers. It was Chambers, former 
courier for a Communist spy ring 


in the 1930s, who produced the 
last 
week, He said they were photo- 
grap of secret documents 
slipped to him by Government em- 
ployes for relay to Red agents, 
Other Developments. 

Levine was called to the com- 
mittee’s witness chair against this 
background of immediate develop- 
ments: 

1. Authoritative sources said 
vital military secrets of friendly 
nations were among the stolen’ 
Government papers, 

2. The committee announced 
it had found the third man 
named by Chambers as one of 
the employes who slipped docu- 
ments to him, He was described 
as a former employe of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards and 
was summoned to Washington 
to testify, 

3. Mrs. Alger Hiss was called 
before the New York grand jury 
investigating Communist espi- 
onage, 

Hiss, now president of the Car- 
negie Foundation for International 
Peace, was an official of the State 
Department in 1937 and 1938—the 
years Chambers says he got the 
documents. 

Denial by Hiss. 

Chambers has testified that Hiss 
slipped him some of the papers. 
Hiss has denied that and has sued 
Chambers for libel.

No. 2 
is Henry Julian Wadleigh, a for- 
mer State Department employe 
who now lives in Vienna, Va. 
Wadleigh was a witness yesterday. 
He testified he is not and never 
has been a Communist, but re- 
fused to say whether he had 
slipped secret information from 
the State Department. He said 
he might incriminate himself by 
answering that question, 

Levine, 37 years old, lives at 
960 Sterling place, Brooklyn, He 
told the committee that 10 years 
ago, he lived with his parents at 
200 Rochester avenue in Brook- 
lyn. 

And 10 years ago, he said, Cham- 
bers came to him at a time when 
Chambers “had been in morbid 
fear of being liquidated by the 
Communists.” 

Chambers gave him a package, 
Levine said, and told him that if 
anything happened to him, it was 
to be turned over to his wife. If 
anything happened to both, he 
said, Chambers told him that “you 
would know what to do with it, 
You are an attorney.” 

Says He Didn’t Know Contents. 

Levine said he never knew what 
was in the package—that he even 
forgot all about it after concealing 
it in the home of his mother. 

The package was a large manila 
envelope, Levine said. It was 
sealed with gummed tape, a cord 
or band and some clips. 

“Three weeks ago last Sunday, 
Chambers came to my present 
home after sending a telegram 
which read, ‘Arriving 1 p.m. Have 
things ready.’ I didn’t know what 
he meant,” the witness said. 

Levine said Chambers reminded 
him of the package and they then 
went to the Brooklyn address. 

“I climbed into the air shaft 
through the bathroom window, 
reached up and got the package 
and climbed back into the bath- 
room. I gave it to him, with the 
10 years of dust on it. The dust 
fell in the bathtub and all over. I 
remember we washed our hands, 

Tells of Seeing Papers. 

“A little later, he went into the 
kitchen and apparently opened 
the package. I stayed in the 
bathroom to clean up the mess. 
Then I came into the kitchen and 
he was standing there with papers 
in his hand. He said something 
like ‘Holy cow—I didn’t think this 
was still in existence.’”

LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill urged Britain today 
to end its “sulky boycott” of the 
new state of Israel.

. Churchill told the House it. 
should realize that Israel had |

ish envoys) back to Madrid.” 

, Warning to Stalin. — 

Churchill disclosed that in 1945, 
40 days before the European war 
ended, he sent a personal letter to 
Prime Minister Joseph Stalin of 
Russia, warning that any East- 
‘West quarrel would “tear the 
‘world to pieces.” He read the let- 
-ter to the House, saying it marked 
“the highest point in my rela- 


tions with Stalin.”

He won loud cheers for his warm 
praise of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as a man who “labored 
faithfully for the cause of Anglo- 
American amity and brotherhood | 
throughout the world.” 

“T did not always agree with 
Gen. Eisenhower on _ strategic 
questions,” Churchill said, promis- 
ing to set forth ‘his views on this 
at a later time. But he said he 
was sorry to note that some 
British newspapers, reviewing 
Eisenhower’s book, “Crusade in 
Europe,” interpreted it as a slap) 
at British-American unity. 

Telegram to Truman. 

He read a personal telegram he 
said he sent to President Truman 
on May 9, 1945. It said: 

“Let me tell you what Gen. 
Eisenhower has meant to us. In> 
him we have had a man who. 
sought the unity of the Allied, 
armies above all nationalistic 7 
forts. | 

“In his headquarters, unity and 
strategy were the only reigning | 
spirits. The unity reached such 
a point that British and Ameri-| 
can troops could be mixed in line | 
of battle and large masses trans- | 
ferred from one command to an- 
other without the slightest diffi-, 
culty. 

“At no time has the principle of 
alliance between noble races been 
carried out at such-a high pitch. 
In the name of the British empire 
and commonwealth I express to 
you our admiration for the far- 
sighted and illuminating qualities 
of General of the Army Eisen- 
hower.” 

Hails North Atlantic Pact. 

Churchill hailed the projected 
North Atlantic pact to assure 
western Europe of American and 
Canadian military support as a 
“tremendous event.” — 


“If such an event had occurred | 


in 1940 or 1939 the whole tragic 
history of the world might well 
have been altered and possible 
catastrophe might have been 
averted,” he said. 

Churchill got mixed boos and 
cheers when he indorsed the La- 
bor Government's action in giving 
bomber bases to the United States 
in Britain.

Question of Greece. 

I said in Greece we were seeking 
nothing but her friendship, which 
is of long duration, and desire 
only her independence and integ- 
rity, and that we have no inten- 
tion to try and decide whether she 
is to be a monarchy or republic. 

Our only policy is to restore 
matters to the normal as quickly 
as possible and to hold a fair and 
free election within the next four 
or five months, These elections 
will decide the regime and later 
the constitution. The will of the 
people expressed under conditions 
of freedom and universal fran- 
chise must prevail. 

That is our root principle. If the 
Greeks were to decide for a re- 
public it would not affect our rela- 
tions with them. We will use our 
influence with the Greek govern- 
ment to invite Russian representa- 
tives to come and see freely what 
is going on in Greece, and at the 
elections I hope there will be Rus- 
sian, American and British com- 
missioners at large in the country 
to make sure there is no intimida- 
tion or other frustration to the 
free choice of the people between 
the parties contending after our 
work in Greece may well be done. 

Churchill Interjection.

PARIS, Dec. 10 (AP)—A United 
Nations official said today Israel 
had notified acting Palestine Me- 
diator Ralph J. Bunche that it is 
ready to negotiate a stage-by-stage 
withdrawal of its troops from the 
Faluja area of the Negeb desert in 
southern Palestine. 

The Israeli Government thus 
agreed to Bunche’s suggestion for

Be- 
tween 75 and 100 others, he said, 
are making some 6000 pounds 
each. bs 

“That is big money in Britain, 
where the average’ dentist used to 
gross about 2000 pounds a year 
and found it hard as pulling 
teeth to collect that, —. 

Bevan has proposed that, ef- 
fective Jan. 1 one half should be 
extracted from everything a den- 
tist earns above 4200 pdunds. 

Cuts are imperative, he said, be- 
cause costs are far exceeding es- 
timates. The Health Ministry 
says it figures dental costs at 
7,000,000 pounds a year. The Brit- 
ish Dental Association says they 
are running at about four times 
that amount. 


e. 
Dentists formerly got seven 
shillings six pence ($1.50) when 
they filled a tooth. The Ministry 
pays from 21 shillings to three 
pounds ($12) per filling. 

L. C. Attkins, an executive of 
the Public Dental Service Associa- 
tion, said some dentists are mak- 
ing big money by working extra 
hours to meet the public need.

Britain Charges U.S.S.R. 
Seeks to Make U.N.

PARIS, Dec. 10 (AP)—Britain 
accused Russia today of seeking 


to undermine a United Nations 
declaration of human rights with 
political propaganda. 

Delegate Ernest Davies told the 
‘U.N. General Assembly, in debate 
on final adoption of the declara- 
tion, that-Russia would tailor hu- 
man rights to fit the “rubber. 
stamp” totalitarian countries of 
eastern Europe. 

Czechoslovakia’s Zdonek Augen- | 
thaler renewed the Slav bloc at- 
tack on the declaration. Russia's 
Andrei Vishinsky and _ the’ 
Ukraine’s Dmitri Manuilsky be-| 
gan the attack last night. 

Davies opposed a Russian move 
to delay adoption until next year’s 
regular General Assembly or to) 
amend the declaration. He said. 
the proposed amendments would 
shackle minorities, undermine the 
whole declaration, “suppress free- | 
dom of expression” and permit the 
“dissemination of Communism.” 

Julius Katz-Suchy of Poland in- 
jected the American pumpkin spy 
case into the debate. He said the 
current investigation by the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
was “merely a repetition of Fascist 
methods.” He recalled that Presi- 
dent Truman himself, since the 
finding of documents in the pump- 
kin shell on a Maryland farm, had 
repeated belief that the whole af- 
fair was a red herring.

times we bow to the will of the 
majority. 

“In doing so we don’t give up 
our convictions; we continue 
sometimes to persuade and eventu- | 
ally we may be successful. But 
we know that we have to work to-— 
gether and we have to progress, | 
so we believe when we have made 
a good fight. and the majority is 
against us, it is perhaps better 
tactics to try to co-operate.” |

tion. The one exception is the 
right to hold a public job—which | 
the Soviet Union wants to extend.

LINCOLN, Nebr., Dec. 10—Over- 
‘lapping of soil conservation activi- 
, ties by two separate bureaus of 
the federal Department of Agri- 
culture has attracted the attention 


‘of the Missouri Pasin Interagency 
| 


Committee, in its efforts to put 
soi] control on a par with water 
‘control in the valley. 

| The issue was raised discreetly 
and quietly yesterday, but the fed- 
eral officials and governors com- 
| prising Interagency saw the point 
just the same. This is part of a 
‘situation which is national, not 
‘confined to the Missouri valley. 
' Interagency is interested, however, 
from the standpoint only of this 
basin, which covers a sixth of the 
nation. 

Agencies Involved. 


Soil Conservation Service and 
the agricultural conservation pro- 
gram of the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration are the two 
agencies involved. Representatives 
of each were presented before the 
committee by Gladwin E. Young, 
a co-ordinator who is agriculture’s 
representative on Interagency. 
Young described the work of the 
two units as being complementary. 

After each had spoken on the 
work of his bureau within the 
Missouri basin, it was brought out 
by W. G. Sloan, Interior Depart- 
ment representative on  Inter- 
agency, who was acting as chair- 
man, that some of the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program sta- 
tistics of accomplishments dupli- 
cated those of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. 

Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram makes cash payments of 
about 50 per cent of the cost to 
farmers, who carry out certain 
conservation practices of both 
Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram and the Soil Conservation 
Service, it was shown. While there 
ig some overlapping, not all Soil 
Conservation Service recommenda- 
tions are on the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program list, and vice 
versa, 

The Soil Conservation Service 
furnished only valuable technical 
services to farmers in planning 
soil control devices, Frequently 
the farmers thus aided by that 
agency turn next to Agricultural 
Conservation Program for partial 
compensation, but the latter has 
to have technical employes check 
the work done. 

Report on Service Called For. 

After Sloan finished question- 
ing Harold Engstrom of Soil Con- 
servation Service and W. E. Dolan 


gram, Gov. Val Peterson of Ne- 
braska,, an Interagency member, 
proposed that the Agriculture De- 
partment arrange to present at a 
subsequent meeting a full report 
on its soil and water control plans. 
Young agreed to do so. 

Peterson said he had no objec- 
tion if his request were in- 
terpreted as an effort to “smoke 
out” agriculture on its intentions 
for thé Missouri basin. 

“We've got to get the program 
for the basin in balance; it isn’t 
in balanee today,” the governor 
said. His request referred to the 
tentative $3,900,000,000 soil and 
water control program for the 
basin now under consideration by 
top officials of Agriculture. Chief 
emphasis, heretofore, has been on 
flood control and irrigation. 

Dolan pointed out that Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program pay- 
ments acted as an inducement to 
farmers to put soil conservation 
practices into effect. In connec- 
tion with the building of small 
farm dams, which usually are of 
rolled earth, he estimated that 
farmers in the basin had piled up 
in these little structures earth 
equivalent to eight times the vol- 
ume of Fort Randall dam, being 
built by the Army in the Missouri 
river in South Dakota. 

Interagency was told by Lt. Col. 
Craig Smyser, Army district én- 
gineer at Denver, of a_ small 
toe éct under study near Scotts- 

luff, Nebr., which Smyser treat- 
ed as a significant example of the 
ability of independent agencies to 
co-operate. Involved primarily is 
the repair of an old drainage 
ditch which has been cut by unf- 
trolled water into a wide swath, 
with extensive flood damages. 
However, irrigation, land managé- 
ment and other phases are if- 
volved also. 

“It was not just our job, or the 
Reclamation Bureau’s or the Ag- 
riculturé Deépartment’s, or thé 
state’s,” he related. “It was a 
grass roots problem and all of tis 
had to combine out in the field 
to solve it, Or wé Would have beén 
duplicating each other. I think it 
might bé advisable to roll our re- 
ports up together and present 
them in a package for action to 
Interagency and Congress.”

The union, in rejecting an offer

last night it had filed a complaint 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board charging the company with 
refusal to bargain in good faith 


and other unfair labor practices. 
The company denied the charges. 

On hourly wages the disputants 
were 83~-cents apart. The union 
said the pay increases proposed by 
the company would average only 
6.7 cents an hour, and made a 
counter-proposal calling for in- 
creases averaging 15 cents. 

A company spokesman contend- 
ed that even the lower wage in- 
creases proposed by management 
would necessitate application for 
additional rate increases in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas, 

Other Issues Involved. 

Other issues in dispute involvé 
dues checkoff and grievance pro- 
cedure, The union refuses to pay 
the company $50,000 a year for ex- 
penses in handling deduction of 
union dues from workers’ pay- 
checks, and insists that machinery 
should be set up for simplifying 
and speeding settlement of griev- 
ances. 

Negotiations on a contract to 
replace the one that expired last 
May have been recessed to permit 
the company to study the union’s 
counter-proposal. The United 
States Conciliation Service as yet 
has set no date for resumption of 
talks. 

By a vote of more than 4 to 1, 
officers of the union’s Southwest- 
ern Division 20 have been author- 
ized to call a strike if they deem 
it necessary. It was learned today

At Oklahoma City, a union of- 
ficer said CWA’s Oklahoma area 
council has been asked to appoint 
state and division strike direc- 
tors. 

Missouri’s King-Thompson Act, 
passed in 1947, is designed to pre- 
vent interruption of communica- 
tions and other public utility serv- 
ices by strikes, providing severe 
penalties for violation. It calls 
for compulsory arbitration of util- 
ity disputes, and authorizes the 
Governor to seize and operate a 
utility if a work stoppage is 
threatened as the result of re- 
fusal to abide by the recommen- 
dations of an arbitration panel. 

Union's Position. 

The telephone union asserts it

Last year at the time of the 
invasion of the valley there was 
a catching quality of excitement 
in the air, a spontaneous unity 
among people of all religions, and 
a need for action which was 
strong enough to subordinate even 
the familiar pangs of hunger. 
Ramzana the Moslem peasant, 
Ram Lal the Hindu merchant in 
the city, and Atma Singh the 
tailor shouldered wooden guns and 
drilled side by side in the public 
parks, preparing to resist the in- 
vader, 

Now the invasion has settled 
down to an undeclared and stale- 
mated war between India and 
Pakistan; the Indian Army is in 
control of military operations and 
Sheik Abdullah is in control of 
the government; Ramzana Khan 
and his fellow countrymen have 
relapsed into the apathy of quiet 
starvation. 

A Bitter Contrast. . 

The contrast between the beauty 
and the misery of its people has 
always been startling—a contrast 
made the more bitter by the 
knowledge of Kashmir’s potential 
wealth. There is fruit here in 
abundance, there are rich forests 
over the mountains and minerals 
in the earth, There are possibili- 
ties of silk industries and viti- 
culture, and there are horizon- 
stretching lands for sheep grazing. 
Above all there is the native ar- 
tistry of the people, who can weave 
the finest woolens in India, and 
embroider the most delicate flow- 
ers, 

Some of these sources of income 
have been tapped, but none of the 
wealth has flowed to the peasan- 
try. His Highness Shri Maha- 
raja Hari Singhji Bahadur, the 
Maharaja of Kashmir, is a very 
wealthy man. 

Since last year the Maharaja, 
shorn of all but nominal powers, 
has sulked in his palace at Jam- 
mu, the Hindu-populated province 
in southeast Kashmir, where, un- 
doubtedly, he feels much safer in 
the largely Moslem Vale of Kash- 
mir. Now Sheik Abdullah, his 
erstwhile enemy, is Prime Minis- 
ter of all Kashmir, and rules from 
the Maharaja’s old secretariat in 
Srinagar.

Tourists Now Gone. 

In the old days, when Kashmir 
entertained more than 30,000 tour- 
ists every season, some 200,000 
Kashmiris depended on this trade 
for their livelihood, With most of 
the Westerners, who formed 90 
per cent of the tourists, gone from 
India and Pakistan, and in any 
case with the state closed to all 
but “official” visitors, the arti- 
sans, the craftsmen, the weavers 
and embroiderers have fallen on 
evil days; the shopkeepers and 
the houseboat proprietors grow 
thinner every day. 

Last year the merchants made 
feverish efforts to sell their goods 
to anyone who looked like a pros- 
pective buyer.

Just a Drop in Bucket. —

Called Chiang Overrated. 

Gen. Stilwell, in his journal, also 
flatly declared that Chiang was a 
greatly over-rated general. The 
Generalissimo wouldn’t listen to 
anyone’s advice, Stilwell reported; 
he surrounded himself with yes- 
men, and his ideas of strategy 
were notoriously inadequate. (Stil- 
well’s direct quotes are very speci- 
fic, and pretty devastating.) 

In Manchuria, Chiang proceeded 
to demonstrate that Stilwell’s 
analysis was remarkably accurate, 
right down the line. Today the 
record is plain for anyone to see.

HERE is a warning for Amer- 
T icans in the British experience 
in India which we shall do well 
to examine and to heed as we con- 
sider the grim question of what 
to do next in China. 

This warning. has to do with the 
relationship between authority and 
responsibility. In the early days 
of British military and commer- 
cial adventures in India, the Brit- 
ish tried establishing friendly re- 
lations with various rajahs and 
even supporting them in their 
wars with their neighbors (the 
latter being frequently supported 
in like. manner by the French, 
then the great rivals of the Bris- 
ish for the trade of India.) But 
experience proved that the rajahs 
could not be controlled, that 
in many cases the British were 
in the position of taking responsi- 
bility for the acts of rulers who 
committed the most savage ex- 
cesses and who involved them- 
selves in the most difficult situa- 
tions, both with their own people 
and with their neighbors. 

Presently, the British began try- 
ing a new system. When one of 
“their” rajahs misbehaved himself, 
they tossed him out and putina 
rajah of their own choice, This 
worked somewhat better, but only 
so long as the British kept a po- 
litical officer backed up with 
troops at the rajah’s elbow all the 
time. Finally, there was evolved 
the theory of “paramountcy,” by 
which the British became in name 
as well as fact the real ruler of 
much of India and the overlord of 
the rajahs who ruled the rest of 
India. 

Commensurate Authority. 

The British experience was, in 
brief, that authority in such cases 
must always be commensurate 
with responsibility, and that if 
responsibility is assumed for the

- Plight of Relief Families 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

May I remind the people of Missouri 
that State funds to support families 
where illness has left no employable 
person in the household are now at such 
a low ebb that after a budget figured 
at the lowest possible subsistence level 
has been decided upon, the family is 
given 55 per cent of that amount? 

-Think what this means—figure out 
the least possible amount on which you 
could sustain life for yourself and fam- 
ily and then realize what it would mean 
to have your total income just a few 
cents over one-half of that amount. 

It means that our sick, our blind, our 

handicapped families are living on one 
meal a day—and that one not too ade- 
quate! Social workers carry hundreds 
each of such cases, and helplessly try to 
explain the unexplainable. 
“ It would be more sensible to close up 
these relief agencies entirely, save the 
cost of administration, and admit frank- 
ly that we starve our sick, unemploy- 
able and handicapped to death slowly 
but surely. 

I note that the St. Louis Training 
School, since it has been placed under 
State supervision, does not have money 
enough to maintain any kind of school 
for these handicapped children.

And here is what Glad- 
win E. Young, the Department of Agriculture’s 
representative on the Pick-Sloan group, has to 
say about what they have done for soil con- 
servation: He contrasted the provision of fed- 
eral funds for the engineering program for con- 
trol and use of water (those being the special 
interests of the Army Engineers and the Reclama- 
tion Bureau) with the lack of any special funds 
jor an accelerated soil program in the Missourt 
Basin. 


In other words, while paying lip service to 
soil conservation (and to other elements of a 
comprehensive development program that are 
outside their own bailiwicks) the two dominant 
bureaus are hogging the appropriations just as 
they hogged the plans. 

Their idea of equal treatment for themselves 
and others was reflected in last year’s proposal 
to Congress of a 10-year program to complete 
flood control in the Mississippi River basin. 
In that proposal, the Army Engineers would 
have received more than 90 per cent of the 
funds and soil conservation a little more than 1 
per cent. : 

As long as the Army Engineers remain in 
control, this same lopsided kind of development 
—if development it can be called—will con- 
tinue. If anything, it will grow worse as they 
become more and more masters of the situation. 
It is only fear of being supplanted by an MVA 
that has made them give matters beyond their 
limited interests the scant attention they have 
given them up to now. If the Pick-Sloan make- 
shift were allowed to rock along until an MVA 
were no longer possible, it would be naive to 
expect the Army Engineers to continue paying 
even that much attention to other people’s in- 
terests. 

Soil conservation—and many other phases of 
a unified program—will continue to be the step- 
child of the Pick-Sloaners as long as these men 
with their special biases are left in charge of 
the work. A comprehensive soil conservation 
program can be carried out if the whole devel- 
opment is turned over tg a single agency of 
management that is just as much concerned 
with soil conservation as with flood control or 
irrigation.

Mr. Truman has not yet been elected. 

He won’t be until Dec. 13, when the presi- 
dential electors meet in the 48 states to cast 
their ballots. 

In Missouri, the citizens don’t even know who 
the electors are, because their names were not 
printed on the ballot. 

Yet technically these men have the right to 
overthrow the voters’ decision on Nov. 2.

But aside from the~million-to-one odds, the 
electoral collegé system makes it possible for a 
candidate with the most popular votes to lose 
the presidency. | 

That happened in 1888, when Harrison was 
chosen over Cleveland, though Cleveland got 
more votes. It happened in 1876 when Hayés 
became President over Tilden. 


There is a movement on in Congress now to. 


change the electoral college system to prorate 
the electoral votes according to the popular 
vote. That, of course, would be an improvement. 

It would correct the present condition by 
which a candidate who loses a state by one 
vote gets no electoral votes, though millions 
might have voted for him. 


But while Congress is at it, it should go the 
whole way. It should toss the whole electoral 
college system into the scrapheap, and let the 
presidency be decided by simple majority, just 
as other offices are filled.

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Airlift Toll: 22 Flyers 


Three more American flyers have been killed 
on the airlift to Berlin. The total number of 
Americans who have lost their lives conveying 
food, fuel and other supplies to the blockaded 
city now stands at 16. When the British losses 
are included, the total is 22. Meantime, the De- 
partment of the Air Force reports that the air- 
lift for five months has cost $75,000,000. This 
does not include Army outlays. 

In lives and in money costs, the airlift is tak- 
ing a heavy toll. It serves temporarily to bridge 
the gap. It can go on for weeks, perhaps months 
longer. It cannot be the permanent solution to 
a blockaded Berlin. Sooner or later, if the Rus- 
sians will not move from their stubborn posi- 
tion, the Western Allies will have no alterna- 
tive but to cause a showdown. 
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No New Cartels in Germany 
A few days ago we printed on this page an 
editorial entitled “Disturbing News From Ger- 
many.” The essence of it was that dangerous 
tendencies have set in under the American and 


British occupations—tendencles which appear to 


be re-establishing concentrations of power in 
the old hands in Germany. 

This concern is fully supported by the report 
from Berlin of Robert Stephens to the London 
Observer and the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Stephens 
writes that economic life has recently made re- 
markable gains toward recovery. The Marshall 
plan imports, together with food imports paid 
for by the Western allies, have made the lot of 
the German relatively a much brighter one. 

Fhe increase in coal production is an example 
of the improvement. The daily average is now 
more than 300,000 tons a day, which is almost 
up to the 315,000-ton Ruhr target set by the 
European Recovery Program. While steel pro- 
duction is still low, it is double that of a year 
ago. Industrial output as a whole is about a 
third higher, which means it is above 70 per 
cent of the 1936 figure. 


What is dangerous is not, of course, that out- 
put is increasing and that Germany is beginning 
to help support itself. The dangerous thing is 
that behind this is the threat to develop a con- 


' trolled economy, run “by powerful private groups 


in their own interests and subject to no public 


check.” 

To allow the old Farbenindustrie type of car- 
tel or monoply to take over again would be 
simply to follow the empty-headed example of 
the ostrich. Washington and London should 
know this from-experience. As Mr. Stephens 
writes: ta a 

Subject to proper political and social 
control, the German industrialists are a use- 
ful, intelligent, energetic section of society 
without whom Germany would probably 
make.a far slower economic recovery. 

But if allowed to go unchecked, they may 
rebuild a Germany from which one day 
the. mask. of. reasonable conservatism will 
fall to show the ugly face of a dangerous

A Time Table for Civil Rights 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


President Truman’s program wraps too much in one package, 
Capital paper says; thinks Congress should guarantee the right 
to vote first and, to avoid bitter battle, save the FEPC for last: 
then the South's co-operation, which is essential, might be won.

The fate of the President’s civil rights 
program in the new Congress will depend 
upon strategy as well as the merits of the 
various measures proposed. In the past op- 
ponents of the program have had little 


difficulty in defeating it, and one reason 


has undoubtedly been the lack of any sys- 
tematic plan of translating ideas into stat- 
utes. If similar results are to be avoided 
in 1949, a well devised scheme of action 
will be necessary. 


Last February the President wrapped his 
10 civil rights proposals into a single pack- 
age and tossed it into 
Congress with bomb- 
shell repercussions. 
Nothing came of it 
but talk and recrim- 
inations. To be sure, 
Congress was not 
disposed at that time 
to accept any con- 
troversial measure 
that the President 
sent up. But, as a 
practical matter, it 
could not have en- 
acted good legisla- 
tion on all the points 
in this program be- 
cause of its heavy 
schedule of work on the European recovery 
bill, appropriation bills and other essen- 
tial legislation. The 10-point program thus 
gave the advocates of states’ rights a han- 
dy football to kick around, 


In our opinion that strategy should not 
be repeated. The time has arrived for 
serious legislative efforts in this field in 
place of mere talk and_ political maneuver- 
ing. Even if it were possible to enact the 
entire program in a single year, it would 
probably be-unwise to do so, 


First, the Right to Vote 


What is needed in dealing with this dif- 
ficult problem is a progressive ameliora- 
tion of existing conditions rather than any 
violent transfer of power that might in- 
tensify bitterness and postpone the evolu- 
tion of tolerance. Consequently, it seems 
to us that a conscientious and thoughtful 
ane og should be made to put first things 

rst. - 


What measures should be given prefer- 
ence in the legislative time table is likely 
to be a matter of controversy. But there 
are a number of sound rules that may 
be applied. It would be an obvious mistake, 
for example, to begin pressing the most 
controversial measures first. The same may 
be said for measures of doubtful constitu- 
tionality, 


In our opinion, Congress might well be- 
gin by setting up a permanent commission 
on civil rights, with fair representation 
for the South as well as the North, to

aid in the shaping of policies that the states 


as well as Congress may adopt, At the same 


time it could well rename its judiciary | 


committees specifically to cover civil rights, 
and set up a full-fledged civil rights divi- 
sion in the Department of Justice. 


Step No. 2 might well consist of strength- 
ening the present civil rights statute. With 


this groundwork laid, Congress could con- 
sistently proceed with buttressing the right 
to vote. In our opinion, this is fundamental], 


The right to vote without discrimination 
as to race or color is unequivocally guar- 
anteed by the Fifteenth Amendment, and 
the right of Congress to enforce it is like- 
wise beyond question. If this basic right 
were properly underwritten by the Fed- 
eral Government, the enlarged and revital- 
ized electorates in the Southern states could 
solve many of their own local problems 
without impairing our federal system, which 
contributes so much to liberty in general. 


Poll Taxes Should Go 


As a companion piece to legislation for 
the prevention of interference with voting, 
we should like to see Congress submit 
to the states a constitutional amendment 
forbidding poll taxes in either state or na- 
tional elections. With the sentiment now 
built up against the poll tax, such an amend- 
ment could doubtless be promptly ratified 
in three-fourths of the states. Use of this 


method would eliminate the strongest argu-" 


ment against the poll-tax bills that have 
been so often advanced in the past. 


If Congress should pass these measures 
in a single session, it would be doing re- 
markably well, In the following session it 
could take up the anti-lynching bill. Lynch- 
ing has virtually disappeared through the 
efforts of the states themselves, but in the 
last Congress the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee succeeded in working out an anti-lynch- 
ing bill that does no violence to the Con- 
stitution, and if there is any widespread 
demand for its enactment it ought to be 
given a place in the time table. Attention 
must also be given to ending discrimination 
in interstate transportation facilities. To be 
sure, the Supreme Court has struck a blow 
at such discrimination, but its decision rests 
on a flimsy basis and may affect only the 
border states. 


A fair employment practices law would 
naturally take last place in such a time 
table because the need for it is less acute 
in prosperous times and because it is the 
most controversial of the President’s civil 
rights proposals. A thoughtful editorial in 
the Raleigh News and Observer, which sup- 
ports most of the civil rights measures, clas- 
sifies FEPC as “by all odds the most ob- 
jectionable bill proposed in the civil rights 
package.” 


Why Conciliation Is Needed 


The Washington Post favored reasonable 


FEPC legislation, when the proposal was 
applied to establishments employing above 
50, but we do not think a bill should be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of more press- 
ing steps that can be taken with relative- 
ly little furor. 


The important thing is to make a firm 
start toward the protection of civil rights 
in a way that will encourage co-operative 
effort in the South. For in the last anal- 
ysis any program of this sort can be suc- 
cessful only if it has overwhelming ap- 
proval among the people who will live un- 
der the law as well as enforce it.

When Mark Ethridge arrived in the Bal- 
kans as President Truman’s special emis- 
sary to evaluate the course of political af- 
fairs in that part of the world, the Mayor 
of Bucharest, Vas Zoltan, said that it ill- 
became the American people to criticize 
other nations for a lack of democracy 
when the United States itself had not ex- 
tended democracy to its Negro citizens, 
Then Zoltan hit another hard blow. The 
one-party system of Mr. Ethridge’s south, 
said the Romanian, was nothing less than 
“totalitarian.” 

The author of the first of these three 
books quotes a lot of other tough com- 
ments in his “Black Odyssey.” He has, in 
fact, written a tough book—one that is not 
easy to take. He saw fellow members of 
his race, as American soldiers in Europe, 
going to theaters, hearing good music, 
staying in nice hotels, even visiting the 
homes of white people. 

“It’s something,” quotes this Negro jour- 
nalist and former C.I.0. committee worker, 
“you can’t expose a man to and expect 
him to forget overnight!” 

Most of Roi Ottley’s book is history rath- 
er than argument. It is mainly a detailed 
story of the Negro’s experiences on this 
continent from 1619 through 1945. One 
of the valuable aspects of the author’s re- 
search is that he accounts for the origin 
of slang terms, nicknames and expressions, 
He explains, for example, that being “sold 
down the river” held a poignant meaning 
because there was no more dreadful pun- 
ishment for an unruly Negro than to be 
sold into the deep South, particularly to a 
New Orleans owner. 

The second book is by a Negro Marxist, 
He views the United States’ 15,000,000 Ne- 
groes as an oppressed people, threatened 
not by Berlin, Rome or Tokyo, but by “the 
handful of Wall Street monopolists who 
stand in mortal fear before the advancing 
tide of democracy in the world.” His diag- 
nosis is much better than his cure. It is 
hard to find anything like salvation for 
minority groups in a Communist regime 
which stamps out 
opposition wherever 
it comes into mas 
tery.

The most logical successor to 
Smith is Charles Bohlen, the State 
Department’s foremost Russia 
authority who was named Coun- 
selor of the department by Secre- 
tary of State Marshall.

Through the years of the war 
and after, Bohlen has worked 
close with W. Averell Harriman, 
who may be Secretary of State if 
illness prevents Marshall’s return 
to his job. Harriman was Ambas- 
sador to Moscow from 1943 to 46. 
With Harriman in Washington and 
Bohlen in Moscow, we would have 
an able team to cope with the 
major problem of foreign policy.

FIVE-YEAR CENSUS 
OF SCHOOL . AGE 
PERSONS TO START 


Canvass Required for City to 
Share in State Text- 
book Fund. 


The five-year enumeration of 
persons eligible to attend St. Louis 
public schools will be undertaken 
after the first of the year, Mer- 
vyn E. Wiethaupt, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Board of Education, 
announced yesterday. 

Wiethaupt received approval of 
the finance committee to engage 
the R. L. Polk Co. to do the work 
next year. It involves a door-to- 
door canvass of every home in the 
city and the enumeration of all 
persons between the ages of 6 and 
20 years. He estimated the cost of 
the census-taking at about $30,- 
000, or 15 cents a name. 

The canvass, required once 
every five years, is a prerequisite 
to the schools’ sharing in the state 
textbook fund whose distribution 
to the school districts of the state 
is based on the persons eligible 
to attend public schools. 
Wiethaupt said this fund would 
make available to the St. Louis 
schools about $2,250,000 over the 
next five years.

Crawshaw, lost at sea Aug. 7, 
1921, “in line of duty.” The action 
expunged the onus of a miscon- 
duct charge. | 

Mrs. Ruth A. Crawshaw, a Navy 
nurse in World Wer I, who wrote 
and wrote letters and pleaded for 
the clearing of her husband’s 
name, says of her victory: 

“I can’t put into words how I 
feel now, I’m so used to fighting.” 

Her fight started in 1921, when 
a Navy board ruled her husband’s 
death aboard the battleship Utah 
en route to England, was due to 
his own misconduct. The board 
said then that Crawshaw was cen- 
sured for negligence with the 
ship’s post office accounts, and in 
consequence became mentally de- 
ranged and tried to escape by 
jumping through a porthole. 

Mrs. Crawshaw’s fight ended. 
Nov. 19 when the board for cor- 
rection of naval records informed 
her that her husband’s death oc- 
curred in line of duty and his rec- 
ord was:so corrected. A naval re- 
view board ruled hig death acci- 
ental. 

Mrs, 
daughter, Frances, born in 1920 
when the chief yeoman was away, 
said she was denied any insur- 
ance or pension from her husband 
and has entered a claim for $40,- 


000. 

“I would be happy to have the 
money,” she said, “but it doesn’t 
matter so much,” 

In 1921, when the first report 
came from the Navy, she got a

“This later proved to be a single 
barrel shotgun effective only 
against a lone shark,” Dr. Tuve 
said. “When sharks run in packs,

invade the contaminated area in 
quest of their prey.” 

This necessitated the addition 
of a black dye, synthesized by the 
Calco Chemical Co., which the air- 
— then uséd in covering exposed 
skin. 

“Their appearance proved to be 
too frightening for the shark,” 
Dr. Tuve declared, “and we had 
our double-barreled shotgun.” 

The repellent was worked out 
with ichthyologists, fishermen and 
others who understood shark life 
habits.

The in- 
quiry is set for Tuesday, Dec. 14, 
at the Blackstone Hotel in Chi- 
cago. 

Fitzsimmons, who came to work 
as coach under Leo several weeks 
ago, while on the Boston Braves’ 
reserve list, also has been sum- 
moned before the Commissioner. 
In addition, Chandler has ordered 
New York President Horace Stone- 
ham to send another representa- 
tive. Stoneham selected Edgar 
Feeley, treasurer of the club, 

Why? ? 

Feeley and Durocher will have 
to convince Chandler there was no 
“tampering” with the former 
Giant pitcher when he switched 
from Boston to New York, and 
Fitz will be asked to explain why 
he did not inform the Brave offi- 
cials of his intention to make the 
change. 

Disturbed by whisperings that 
his demand for a hearing is noth- 
ing more than persecution of Du- 
rocher, the Commissioner last 
night denied that he was “gun- 
ning” for the former 
Dodger pilot who switched to the 
Giants in the middle of last sea- 
son. 

“It is not a simple matter that 
can be passed off lightly,” Chand- 
ler said. “Evidence has been pre- 
sented to me that the New York 
ball club tampered with Fitzsim- 
mons even before the 1948 season 
ended. If such is the case, that 
constitutes an outright breach of 
baseball law, and I would not be 
doing my job if I were to overlook 
the matter. | 

“The fact that it concerns a| 
club that Durocher is connected 
with has nothing to do with it. I 
would take the same action if an- 
other club were involved.” 


It’s in the Books. | 
Chandler cited the tampering 
law under Rule 3, Article H, of 
the Major Rules which reads “.. . 
there shall be no negotiations or 
dealings respecting employment, 
either present or prospective, be- 
tween any player, coach or man- 
ager of any club other than’ the 
club with which he is under con- 
tract, or acceptance of terms, or 
by which he is reserved.” 

Punishment to the guilty is de- 
termined by the Commissioner as 
he sees fit. 

While Chandler declined to dis- 
euss the possible outcome of the 
“Fitzsimmons Case” until he had 
weighed all the evidence, the feel- 
ing prevailed that neither Du- 
rocher, Fitzsimmons, nor the New 
York club would get off lightly. 

“I’ve got a job to do,” Chandler 
said with a significant lift of his 
eyebrows, “and while I don’t en- 
joy it, I’ve got to do it to pro- 
tect baseball. If I don’t take any 
action in this cace, others would 
be justified in doing the same 
thi= 7.” 

Chandler was in town to ad- 
dress the annual convention of 
the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Clubs, which 
closes today. 

Television and radio occupied 
the attention of the minors at 
yesterday’s important executive 
session.

Good Melodramatic Touches 


IRECTOR ROBERT SIODMAK, who: came into his own 
De “The Killers,” again demonstrates in “CRY OF THE 
CITY” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER his talent at suffusiag 
@ yarn with both suspense and a reality that goes deeper than 
surface verisimilitude, at creating mood and 
inventing vivid detail, and in eliciting first- 

rate performances from his actors. 

As a result, what might have been a rou- 
tine’ melodrama about a detective pursuing 
an escaped cop-killer through a New York 
Italian tenement district, emerges as a 
graphic, vital and gripping piece of work. 

Siodmak has related the duel between Lt. Candella (Victor 
Mature) and tough Martin Rome (Richard Conte), both 
brought up in the same poor Italian district but with opposite 
ideas, with a slow but absorbing tempo. There are a lot of 
scenes that will stick in the memory—the wounded gangster, 
in a hospital bed, trying to strangle a sleazy lawyer who taunts 
him; the gangster casually limping out of a prison, expecting 
each moment to be challenged; the dul] thud and aimless 
swinging of a swivel chair as the shyster, knifed, tumbles to 
the floor of his office; an operation on the fugitive in a taxi- 
cab; an Amazon of a masseuse stroking the throat of the 
fugitive as she considers strangling him for some stolen jewels. 

The acting of both Mature and Conte is finely shaded and 
restrained. Richard Murphy's screen play is well constructed. 
And Lloyd Ahern’s shadowy photography sets the somber mood 
of the film quite handsomely. 

There is a second feature about Hollywood stunt men, 
“SONS OF ADVENTURE,” with Lynne Roberts.

LOEW'S STATE has another type of melodrama, the 
pseudo-documentary kind, in “WALK A CROOKED MILE.”

HEN we met Tuesday the So-

They gave as their reason that 
there was a whole series of ar- 
ticles that they wished to amend, 
and they talked at length about 
the fact that many of us have 
said the document is not perfect. 
Therefore, they could not see why 
we woulg not,cohtinue to work on 
it, particularly ag it seemed such? 
a backward document to a really 
modern Democratic people, 

It is, of course, true that any 
document, wherein 58 nations cdl- 
laborate, is apt not to seem per- 
fect to any one of them. For in- 
stance, at lunch yesterday the 
delegate from Santa Cruz said I 
must realize the declaration is 
based on Anglo-Saxon ideas and 
in many things it shocked Latin- 
American ideas. I told him there 
were many Latin-American ideas 
I could not accept.

ALSO; I WOULD have been de- 
lighted to see in the preamble a 
paragraph alluding to the Su- 
preme Power. I knew very well, 
however, there were many men 
around the table who would vio-

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BUT WHEN ALL is said and 
done, the declaration will set a 
standard for human rights and 
freedoms, and if these standards 
are recognized as good I believe 
peoples throughout the world, who 
feel they are not being treated 
fairly, will gain a knowledge of 
the declaration. Then that silent 
pressure of the masses will be felt 
in the Kremlin in Moscow or any 
other government abode the world 
over, 

When you think of all the dif- 
ferent groups represented at our 
table in Committee No. 3, it was 
highly encouraging to find that 
the Soviet motion to .reconsider 
the bill gathered no outside votes. 
No one was deceived and no one 
wanted to put off the day when 
this declaration would be a part of 
the world’s consciousness, 

During the meeting yesterday, 
Dr. Malik, the chairman, gave us 
some interesting statistics. He 
said the declaration had been 
adopted with no dissenting vote, 
though the Soviet bloc abstained 
as usual. He said we held 8&5 
meetings, and the average of ab- 
pences at these meetings was 17 
people. But the aggrevate vote 


was overwhelmingly in favor of 
almost all the articles. 
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VERY FEW OF the articles 
were adopted simply because there 
was no mention of God, and there 
was a very considerable mention 
of man’s social security in the 
declaration. But. I think the spirit 
of the declaration was inspired by 
Christianity and it never would 
have been written if there had not 
been many people behind it who 
were motivated by the Christian 
spirit. 

It is true the social and eco- 
nomic rights so much stressed by 
the Soviet and, for that matter, a 
great many of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries are discoveries of 
this century, but I doubt if they 
show in reality a lack of the God- 
like spirit. 

I think that spirit is plainly 
visible by the fact that more and 
more people accept these facts 
that men must have a certain de- 
gree of security before spiritual 
om can have any real hold on 

em.

offer any helpful suggestions for Larry?” his father asked 
me. “For Larry wants to get into dental school. But we have 
no dental college in New Jersey, 
so our prospective dental students 
must enter dental colleges else- 
where. But the latter are so 
swamped with applicants from 
their own states that they haven’t 
room for outsiders. Larry is very 
discouraged about it, for he has 
applied to almost every dental col- 
lege east of the Mississippi river. 
His grades are high and he would 
make an excellent dentist., Besides, 
he figures he lost three years out 
me p of his life while in the Army, so he 
hates to mark time now for a couple of years more just trying 
to get into a university, Dr. Crane, why can’t our colleges 
admit all the men and women who wish to enroll for univer- 
sity training?” 


( ASE S-236: Larry F., aged 25, is an ex-G.I. whose father 
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WELL, OUR COLLEGES could easily accommodate all 
the students who wish to matriculate therein, if they'd use a 
little horse sense! “But, Dr. Crane, we haven't room for more 
students,” many college deans may protest. “Until we receive 
millions of additional dollars from the Legislatures or alumni 
to build new lecture halls and science laboratories, we simply 
can’t take care of more students.” But that is not true. For 
our costly college equipment on 1000 American campuses is 
now in use scarcely eight hours out of 24. What these col- 
leges need to do is simply imitate the horse sense used by 
Ameritan business ard factory leaders during the war. The} 
simply added a second shift and even a third shift so they 
could get more efficient results from the same area of floor 
space and the same costly machines and, punch presses, 
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OUR COLLEGES SHOULD immediately launch a second 
educational shift to start at probably ¢4 o’clock in the after- 
noon and run through till 11 pm. or midnight. This second 
shift would not cost nearly as much to operate as the present 
8 a.m. shift, for the buildings are already heated and the ex- 
pensive microscopes and other laboratory equipment are al- 
ready bought and paid for. And the lecture halls are already 
erected and readily available, without thhounding state legis- 
lators for more money for additional buildings and equipment. 
College tuition now averages about $400 per year per student. 
A second shift would double the tuition revenues of colleges 
and thus get them out of the red ink. Or, the colleges might 
| properly reduce tuition and stfil be money ahead. “But would 
- @ second shift be popular with students?” you may ask. Yes, 
| many students prefer to work in the afternoon and evening. 
Besides, they'd get home by the middle of the night. And they 
could sleep late next morning. They might have “brunch” 
about 11 am. Then they could study until time for their 4 
p.m, first classes, If need be, the tuition for the late afternoon 
‘shift could be lower than for the morning shift to induce more 
students to enroll then, in case it wasn’t quite as popular as 
the earlier hour. Furthermore, our present faculty could teach 
50 per cent more classes and would be giad to do so for a year 
or so to relieve the present congestion, if they were meanwhile 
paid additional salary.

Geni Galloway of Friendship House, 
Chicago, Dedicates Her Life to 
‘Furthering Interracial Harmony — 
Tells Why, Outlines Experiences

ENI GALLOWAY, assistant director of Friendship House in 

Chicago, lives her Christianity. Like all 35 of the volunteers of 

te five Catholic settlement. houses of the Friendship group, - 
Geni’s aim in life is the furtherance of interracial harmony. She 
does not preach it from an ivory tower but practices it in the Negro 
district of Chicago’s South Side, A lawyer, as well as welfare worker, 


Geni does not work for money, 
from donations. 


“That’s right,” says pretty, 
brown-eyed Geni with a smile, a 
smile which, combined with a cer- 
tain wholesome and obviously 
genuine goodness, makes her look 
10 years’ younger than her 28 
years. “Six dollars a month. Jf 
we don’t use it, we turn it back. 
We've turned back less. lately 
than we used too,” she added 
hastily. “Prices are higher on car- 
fare and toothpaste.” 

She is in town this week to tell 
groups at St. Louis University and 
Webster College about the inter- 
racial settlement project. Visiting 
at the home of a friend, Muriel 
Hoogstraet, 5846 Itaska avenue, 
she was just as eager to tell a 
smaller audience about Friendship 
House and its purposes. 

“Our work,” she began, “takes 
its origin from the invocation of 
the Pope to ‘live Christianity mili- 
tantly,” to witness Christ to the 
world. One of the obvious dearths 
of Christianity today is our racial 


bias, which has no foundation in | 


Christian culture and is really an 
antithesis of the teachings of 
Christ. 

“What we try to do is improve 
our own environment instead of 
sweeping other people’s doorsteps. 
We try to live our Catholicity as 
fully as possible spiritually, and 
after the spiritual element comes 
the art of day-to-day living. When 
Friendship House started, it was 
impossible for the Negroes to go 
into the white areas so the white 
went into the Negro section. Now 
three of the five houses—two in 
New York, one in Chicago, one in 
Wisconsin, one in Canada—are lo- 
cated in white areas.” 

The Chicago center, at 4233 In- 
diana avenue, serves as a com- 
munity center for adults and chil- 
dren. It has a library, a gym- 
nasium, classes for adults in art, 
in music, in foreign languages. In 
summer there is a work camp. 
Besides furnishing spare _ time 
activities, Friendship House tack- 
les such tangible problems as find- 
ing housing in its overcrowded 
area, 

“We also did seme political action 
work this fall,” Geni says, “getting

social-minded legislators into Con- 
gress. Yes, jndeed, we were suc- 
cessful.” 

The Friendship House plan was 
established 10 years ago in Harlem 
by Baroness Catherine de Hueck. 
Geni has worked with the organi- 
zation two years, as children’s 
recreational director until] she was 
promoted to her present status. 
One of a family of five, she comes 
from Fond du Lac, Wis. We in-

quired how she had become in-_ | 


terested in interracial work in the 
first place. 

“There was no ‘first place’ for 
me,” Genf said. “As long as I can 
remember, I never could see how 
people could make distinctions 
against others. I always was de- 
termined to do my bit some day. 
It’s implied in the life of grace,” 
she adds with a somewhat puz- 
zled look. “I don’t see how you 
can feel any other way.”

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ENI attended Marymound Col- 
Ge in Tarrytown, N. Y., re- 

ceived her L.L.B. at Wisconsin. 
University and was admitted to 
the bar in 1944. But her first job 
was what she laughingly refers to 
as “illegitimate interracial work 
in Biloxi, Miss. 


“I wanted to work in the South,” 
she says. “I wanted to track down 
those myths, so I got a job with 
the U.S.O. as assistant club di- 
rector. Working under cover, I 
tried to establish friendship be- 
tween the workers at the white 
and the Negro U.S.0.s. 

“It was the common practice to 
have the exteriors of the Negro 
buildings below the riorm so there 
would be no criticism, but since 
they had an equal amount of 
money they could put more money 
into fixtures. Our club was gran- 
diose on the outside but we had 
no fixtures. So we used to borrow 
from the Negro U.S.0.—their 
radio, record player, etc.—until 
eventually we had everything and 
they had nothing. They couldn't 
ask us to return their belongings; 
they had no recourse. 

“I complained to the director

and asked if I couldn’t repay them 
by doing some work. I did portrait 
sketches at our U.8.0. so I went 
over to their’s and did the same. 
That led to their volunteering to 
help us, furnishing a dance or- 
chestra when we needed one. Then 
our boys went over and helped 
them. It was all working out 
beautifully until one day I put my 


“foot in it. I called one of the 


Negro boys ‘Mister.’ The director 
asked me if I’d gotten the band 
for a dance and I said no, I hadn’t 
been able to talk to Mr. Gayton. 
It was a death blow. 


“The night of the dance some 
of the local white workers put on 
a black-face act that was cruel 
and embarrassing. Shortly after 
that a national U.S.O. agent came 
to investigate me. He was a na- 
tive Southerner and -he told me 
he was a sociologist and under- 
stood the problems and I should 
take his word for it that he had 
the answer. 

“He told me it was the ‘damn 
kikes in New York.’ 

“Then I was transferred. But I 


left with the conviction that a 
great deal could be done. All it 
takes is courage and initiative. I 
was urged to come back by the 
local monseigneur and some of the 
local citizens so I don’t feel it 
was a lost cause. There are def- 
initely two factions in the South, 
not just the white supremacy one 
you hear about.” 


From Biloxi, Geni went to a 
Kansas U.S.0. “where I couldn’t 
do any damage” and then to a 
Kansas City (Kan.) settlement 
house, 


“Then I heard of Friendship 
House and packed up and came 
on, sight unseen. I told them they 
had to take me.” : 


As an illustration of the co- 
operation Friendship House re- 
ceives, Geni told how they ac- 
quired their new home recently. 
Evicted from small squalid quar- 
ters for which they paid $200 
monthly, they were homeless but 
in three weeks volunteers had 
raised $20,000 and bought another 
building. A contractor interested 
in their cause donated labor, 


baby blue when he finished be- 
cause he ‘just loved that color.’” 


The furnace is the hungriest 
mouth to feed, she says. The 
other mouths, usually 10 to 20 per- 
sons a meal, eat from the $20 a 
week food fund. Clothing comes 
from the Clothing Room dona- 
tions and the volunteers make 
them over to conform with cur- 
rent styles, as Geni did the trim, 
two-piece plaid dress she was 
wearing.

UR needs are simple, be- 
ause we're very busy,” 
she says. “People say to 
us, ‘When do you get to go out, 
to go to shows?’ We just don’t 
have time for much of that. You 
gee, we can’t tell our work from 
our fun.” 

Geni has received plenty ‘of op- 
position to her work. Her family, 
she admits, would “just as soon” 
she’d work elsewhere. While she 
has spoken her beliefs before peo- 
ple of all shades of religious be- 
lief, and of none, she has found 
Some of the worst opposition 
among her fellow- Catholics, she 
says. At one meeting where she 
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' described the treatment of Negroes 


at the hands of some landlords as 
“atrocities,” one angry landlord 
arose and said, “Miss Galloway, if 
you are representing the Church, 
I am leaving it.” 

“That same landlord,” she re- 
calls, “complained that his tenants 
used the doors for fuel. Yet he 
admitted that while he charged 
them as much as $70 a month for 
one room and supposedly fur- 
nished fuel, he hadn't furnished 
any.” 

Geni likes to attack the conten- 


tion that as soon as Negroes move 


into a neighborhood it deteri- 
orates. It deteriorates, she says, 
because landlords make no repairs 
for Negroes, overcrowd the build- 
ings and let them run down. F 


“With neither a free employ- 
ment market for higher wages or 
freedom to buy homes, it’s .small 
wonder the Negro has housing 
problems,” she says. “With re- 
gard to their cleanliness I’ve 
worked with white sharecroppers 
in Kansas and with Negroes in 
Harlem and on Chicago’s South 
Side and the Negroes are wonder- 
ful in comparison. As for house- 
keeping, I can’t satisfy my Negso 
landlady, she’s so meticulous,” 

Friendship House, now negoti- 
ating for a new house in Wash- 
ington, D.C., hopes to expand 
through the years, Geni says. 

“All we wait on is an invitation 
from local bishops,” she adds. 
“Then one worker picks up and 
goes. And it seems God always 
provides more workers—for where 


equipment, supplies. Union labor- they left and where they go.”

HERE are many kinds of 
slowness. There is the delib- 
erate, considered rhythmic 
growth and movement of the 
highly intelligent child who must 
think things out before he acts 
on them, In action, he appears 
slow but he accomplishes what he 
sets out to do. He is best left 
alone with nothing more drastic 
in the way of discipline then the 
consequences of his behavior. 
Being intelligent and of a logical 
mind, this will serve him well. 
Then there is the slow one who 
is slowing dowr his work because 
he does not like to do it. He is 
discovered when his family and 


‘teachers see that he moves with 


lively interest when he likes what 
he is doing. This one we give a 
stated amount of work, not too 
much, and see that he completes 
it. He has to learn that he can- 
not get out of doing his duty and 
maybe, if he is intelligent endugh, 
learn the joy of leisure after 
labor done, 


The slow one who really is a 
serious problem to his parents and 
teachers is the one who has to be 
started, then pushed, shoved and 
hauled to finish any job in a rea- 
sonable time. This one has to be 
pulled out of bed, watched to see 
that he puts on the other stock- 
ing, pushed into his chair at the 
table, reminded that he must eat 
and be ready for the school bus 
that is due in a few minutes. 

When he gets to school he is 
the last one in his place, the last 
one to get on line, the one whose 
reader falls to the floor and who 
must be redeemed the hour that 
the visiting supervisor arrives. He 
never finishes his arithmetic, gets 
two words of the spelling list 
down while the class does ten. 
This pattern he follows consist- 
tently day ih and day out to the 
exasperation of his mother and 
teacher. What to do? 

First, there should be a medi- 
cal examination and the conscien- 
tious follow-up. Then a program 
set by the clock to be followed no 
matter what happens. This pro- 
gram should be flexible enough 
to allow him time to adjust him- 
self and not feel too much pres-

sure. But there must be- enough 
pressure to drive him a bit. For 
example, he is to have an hour 
in which he rises, bathes, dresses 
and eats his breakfast.

His 
mother will have to divide that 
hour into quarters and teach him 
to keep up with that me sched- 
ule, '

and do not drill him too much on 
lesson pointg. Give him less work 
—five words when the class gets 
ten, etc. He is carrying a heavy

They, 
their writers, and program direc- 
tors search endlessly for new 
material. 

But the star does not change 
his style or characterization. He 
seldom changes the personnel of 
his cast. The program routine 
remains the same year after year.
